5 Per Cent 
Oil Price 
Rise Seen 


VIENNA, 
Austria 
(AP) 
Representatives of the noncommunist 
world’s major oil exporting countries 
appear headed for a compromise 
agreement to increase the price of 
crude oil an average of about 5 per 
cent. 
Sources at the meeting of the 
Organization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries indicated this would be 
accomplished by a IO per cent increase 
in the basic price but with reductions 
in the additional charges or “differ­ 
entials” for higher quality oils and 
special transport conditions. 
The present basic price is $10.46 for a 
42-gallon barrel of Saudi Arabia’s Ras 
Tanura light crude. Iraqi Oil Minister 
Tayeh Abdul Karim reported that all 
13 OPEC members but Saudi Arabia 
were agreed on a IO per cent increase, 
or about $1 a barrel. 
Other sources reported that this 
would be accompanied by a series of 
reductions in surcharges for other oils 
that would in effect reduce the average 
increase for all OPEC oil to about 5 per 
cent, or about 50 cents a barrel. 
Because the worldwide recession 
has reduced the demand for higher- 
quality oils, such producers as Iran, 
Iraq, Nigeria, Abu Dhabi, Libya and 
Indonesia have already cut their 
different charges varying amounts. 
Delegation sources predicted the 
conference would adopt a uniform rate 
schedule applicable to all countries. 
Saudi Arabia’s oil minister, Sheik 
Ahmed Zaki Yamani, was trying to 
hold the increase in basic crude to 50 
cents a barrel. “We are fighting,” he 
told newsmen after the meeting’s 
opening sessions Wednesday. But 
Libyan Oil Minister Ezzedin Mabruk 
said the other 12 nations were united, 
and Saudi Arabia has always gone 
along with the others in the past. 
Saudi Arabia has been hurt less than 
any other OPEC member by the 
reduction in demand for oil because it 
is still the world’s largest producer and 
also has vast monetary reserves. 
Other countries’ ambitious military 
and industrial development programs 
are threatened, and Iran, Iraq, Libya, 
Nigeria and Gabon were reported to 
have started out with a demand for an 
increase of more than 20 per cent. 
Yamani was under heavy pressure 
from the United States, which fears 
that a sizable price increase will 
reverse the upward trend in the 
American economy. Saudi Arabia ex­ 
pect"? Washington to reciprocate by 
bowing to OPEC’s demand for a 
widening of the proposed energy 
dialogue to include the Third World’s 
other major raw materials and its 
development needs.

Illegal CIA Acts Questioned 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate 
intelligence committee hearings have 
raised the issue of whether the CIA is 
above the law because it is a secret in­ 
telligence agency. 
The panel also plans public hearings 
next month on the CIA’s mail-opening 
program following the disclosure 
Wednesday that the agency opened the 
mail of some prominent Americans, 
including a letter to Richard M. Nixon 
before he became president. 
The 
CIA’s 
mail-surveillance 
program, which operated from 1952 to 
1973, also intercepted letters to or from 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., 
Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey, D-Minn., 
and Sen. Frank Church, D-Idaho, 
chairman of the committee. 
The committee is scheduled to take 
testimony today from Richard Ober, 
former head of the agency’s Operation 
Chaos, which spied on domestic dis­ 
sidents, and Charles Brennan, former 
head of the FBI’s domestic intelligence 
division. 
The question of the 
CIA’s 
re- 
sponsiblity under the law was raised 
by testimony given in closed session on 
Sept. 12 by James J. Angleton, former 
chief of counterintelligence for the 
CIA. The transcript of that hearing 
quoted him as saying: “It is in­ 
conceivable that a secret intelligence 


arm of government has to comply with 
all the overt rules of the government.” 
Several members of the committee 
pressed him about that statement 
Wednesday. At first Angleton replied: 
“If it’s (the transcript) accurate, it 
shouldn’t have been said.” 
Then he said, “I’d been rather im­ 
pertinent in making those remarks.” 
Church asked: “Do you withdraw 
the statement?” Eventually, Angleton 
replied: “I* do.” 
The disclosures about the CIA’s 


m ail-opening program first cam e 
W ednesday with a statem ent by 
Church which offered no detail but 
implied a wider scope to the Nixon 
mail surveillance than he later out­ 
lined. 
In part he said, “We want to know 
why the CIA opened the mail of 
organizations such as the Ford 
Foundation, Harvard University, and 
the Rockefeller Foundation or why 
mail to and from persons such as 
(Federal Reserve Board Chairman) 


Arthur Burns, Rep. Bella Abzug, Jay 
Rockefeller, Martin Luther King Jr., 
R ichard 
Nixon him self, 
H ubert 
Humphrey and Edward Kennedy ... 
should have been regularly opened and 
scrutinized by the CIA.” 
An aide subsequently questioned by 
reporters said at first that Nixon mail 
had been opened both before and 
during his tenure as president. The 
aide later withdrew that statement, 
saying he had misunderstood com­ 
mittee investigators, and Church later 


confirmed the narrower version. 
Some of those mentioned by Church 
reacted with criticism of the CIA. 
Bums said that “if true, it is 
outrageous,” while Kennedy called it 
“another example of the violations of 
the rights to privacy by the CIA.” 
Humphrey called it “a fine example of 
bureaucratic arrogance,” and John D. 
Rockefeller IV, former West Virginia 
secretary of state and nephew of Vice 
President Rockefeller, said: “I am 
very surprised and not very pleased.” 
Patty Hearst Separated From Harrisses 
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SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - With her 
Symbionese Liberation Army cohorts 
moved to another jail, Patricia Hearst 
finally was separated today from all 
remnants of the tiny band of terrorists 
that kidnaped her 19 months ago. 
The newspaper heiress remained in 
a nearby county jail, while William 
and Emily Harris, her fugitive 
comrades during much of the period 
since her kidnaping Feb. 4,1974, were 
in Los Angeles, awaiting arraignment 
on 18 state felony counts. 
Until Wednesday night Miss Hearst 
and Mrs. Harris shared adjoining cells 
at the San Mateo County Jail, where 
they and Harris had been held since 
their capture a week ago. The two 
women frequently played cards to kill 
time, jail officials said. 
Miss Hearst, who Wednesday or­ 
dered her occupation on jail records 
changed from “urban guerrilla” to 
“not employed,” will stay at the jail 
while her attorneys fight to have her 
freed on bail. 
Her attorney, Terence Haliinan, said 
Miss Hearst gave “urban guerrilla” as 
her occupation because she “felt pres­ 
sured and couldn’t think of anything 
else.” 


Meanwhile, the FBI found a day-to- 
day diary containing intimate details 
of SLA activities in the apartm ent 
where the Harrises were captured, the 
San Francisco 
Chronicle reported 
today. 


The diary contained detailed hand­ 
written notes on the April 15,1974 bank 
robbery in which Miss Hearst faces 
charges and describes an incident 
outside a Los Angeles sporting goods 
store in which Harris almost was 
captured, the newspaper said. 


Earlier Wednesday, a federal grand 
jury indicted a 
27-year-old house 
painter who had been 
linked by 
revolution and rom ance to Miss 
Hearst. 
The grand jury charged 
Steven Frederick Soliah with hiding 
the 21-year-old newspaper heiress 
from the law’s tightening noose. 


Meanwhile, three psychiatrists and 
a psychologist prepared to probe the 
mind of the young woman who repu­ 
diated her parents as “pigs” in a taped 
communique from the underground 
and then embraced them after her 
capture. 
In Los Angeles, the Harrises face 


charges of kidnaping, robbery, car 
theft and assault with intent to commit 
murder. They stem from a shooting at 
a Ixis Angeles sporting goods store on 
May 16, 1974. 


Federal weapons charges against 
the two were dropped Tuesday, 
clearing the way for their early 
prosecution in Los Angeles. The 
$500,000 bail on federal charges was 
replaced by a $500,000 bail on the state 
counts. 
Because Soliah aided Miss Hearst, 
the grand jury' also said he became an 
accessory after the fact to an April 15, 
1974, bank robbery of a San Francisco 
bank — a charge carrying a maximum 
penalty of 12^ years and a fine of 
$5,000. 
Authorities said Soliah rented the 
apartment where he, Miss Hearst and 
another radical, Wendy Yoshimura, 
were

Birds 'Shot' 
By Noise 


STRONGSVILLE, 
Ohio 
(AP) 
- 
Residents here will learn today if all 
that shooting Wednesday night scared 
away the starlings that have pestered 
the city. 
A device known as a “scareaway” 
was used to emit gas-discharged shots 
into the air in order to scare the birds. 
The shots began at dusk and lasted for 
several hours. 
Mayor John Pearce said the tactic 
was needed because the birds were 
destroying property and were killing 
trees because of their sheer weight and 
droppings. 
The birds have been roosting by the 
thousands in the Ledgewood section of 
the city, he said. 
“You cannot see the trees or the 
leaves on the trees because of the 
birds,” he said, adding that he hopes 
another night of “shootings” won’t be 
required.

The administrator has sent out letters 
requesting quotes for repairs to the 


present system and these bids should 
be in Oct. IO. The board will review the 
bids at the next board meeting. 
Rideout also advised the board that 
the hospital’s head maintenance man 
is retiring and that he is presently 
looking for a replacement. 
Twenty people have been contacted 
and have agreed to serve on a com­ 
munity committee. The administrator 
said this com m ittee would m eet 
Monday at the hospital for a get- 
acquainted meeting and a tour of the 
new hospital facility. 
In 
his ad m in istrato r’s report, 
Rideout brought the board up to date 
on the emergency room coverage and 
presented requests from the residents 
for an increase in salary to $17 per 
hour. Dr. Jerome Wexler who covers 
the emergency room four nights a 
week also requested a significant 
increase in salary.

Whether such a line of defense will 
be successful in getting her out on bail 
depends on how well Miss Hearst can 
stand up to prosecution questions 
about her affidavit. And whether Miss 
Hearst will be permitted to answer 
those questions depends on the fin­ 
dings of four court-appointed experts. 
Industrial 
Commission 
Under Fire 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
Governor’s Council on Cost Control has 
determined that the Ohio Industrial 
Commision is inefficient and in­ 
consistent 
in 
performance, 
the 
Cleveland Plain Dealer reported 
today. 
In a report to be issued today, the 
council suggests ten changes which it 
says will save $922,800 the first year 
and will result in annual savings of 
$685,000, the newspaper said. 
The council’s recommendations are 
contained in a report compiled by a • 
group of businessmen appointed in 
April by Gov. James A. Rhodes. 
The newspaper said the council 
report states that “overall, the com­ 
mission does not adequately fill its 
adm inistrative duties. Operating 
procedures are almost nonexistent, 
resulting in inconsistent performance 
and redundant systems.” 
The commission oversees the Ohio 
Bureau of Workmen’s Compensation 
which processes workmen’s com­ 
pensation claims in the state. 
The 
council 
recommends 
elim inating 
review 
boards 
in 
Cleveland, Columbus, Canton, Dayton 
and Toledo because they are an 
“unnecessary 
step in the 
review 
process;” requiring 
com mission 
member to have some legal or medical 
experience; eliminating the provision 
of state cars to commission members 
and two other employes; and trans­ 
ferring the commission’s control over 
permanent partial disability awards to 
the workmen’s compensation bureau. 
The report also called for a reduction 
in staff in the commission’s Columbus 
headquarters and a new filing system, 
the newspaper said.

Seek Nixon 
Testim ony 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Former 
President Richard M. Nixon faces 
mounting pressure on two fronts for 
his testimony about intelligence ac­ 
tivities undertaken while he was in the 
Oval Office. 


In separate actions Wednesday, the 
former president received an in­ 
vitation to testify — and the threat of a 
subpoena if he refuses — from a Senate 
committee, and was directed by a 
federal judge to answer questions 
under oath in a civil suit. 


The Senate Intelligence Committee 
voted unanimously to invite Nixon’s 
testimony on a broad and illegal plan 
for surveillance of domestic dissenters 
which the former president approved 
but later halted. 


After a closed-door vote, the 11- 
member committee, headed by Sen. 
Frank Church, D-Idaho, directed its 
chief counsel to begin negotiations 
with Nixon’s attorneys for the former 
president’s voluntary testimony. 


One of Nixon’s lawyers, Herbert J. 
Miller Jr., declined to predict how his 
client would respond, telling reporters 
only that he would meet with the 
committee’s representative. 
Church said Nixon would be “ the 
best witness” on the socalled Huston 
plan and warned that if Nixon does not 
appear voluntarily, the committee 
may “ ultimately have to face the 
prospect of a subpoena.” 
M an Guilty 
O f Holdup 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — August 
Bernard Doak, 58, was convicted of 
armed bank robbery by a jury in U.S. 
District Court on Tuesday. 
Doak was found guilty of being the 
gunman who waited 15 minutes last 
June 5 for a time lock to open a safe 
that was inside the vault of the Miami 
Valley Bank at Quincy. 
Doak and a companion were accused 
of taking $13,119 in the holdup. 
The companion, Bernie Brown, 61, 
pleaded guilty to unarmed bank 
robbery and will be sentenced Friday. 
Sentencing for Doak was delayed. 
Doak is also accused of the shooting 
deaths of two men in Cumberland, Md. 
on May 21. The men’s bodies were 
found inside a hotel room rented by 
Doak. 


Mrs. Ralph Morehart, vice-president 
of the General Guilds, reported to the 
board that the gift shop and bazaar 
would be held Nov. 6 and 7 at the St.

Woman s Swim 
In East River 
Comes To End 


NEW YORK (AP) — Diana Nyad 
plunged into the oily East River intent 
on swimming around Manhattan. But 6 
hours and 45 minutes later she gave up 
her marathon eight miles short in the 
treacherous tides off the lower tip of 
the island, “ cold, frozen and tired.” 
Miss Nyad, 25, the world’s top- 
ranked woman marathon swimmer, 
had hoped to be the first to conquer the 
28-mile circuit Wednesday in a record 
eight hours. She managed to complete 
about 20 miles during a constant 
downpour. 
“ Take her out, take her out,” the 
Coast Guard had radioed when Miss 
Nyad, who had been stroking steadily, 
seemed to go limp in the choppy, 50- 
degree water. 
The 128-pound swimmer was pulled 
onto a police launch and later taken to 
Brooklyn Hospital to be treated for 
chills and exhaustion. Otherwise, she 
was all right and added: “ I’m going to 
give it another go.” 
Miss Nyad, who is working for her 
Ph.D in com parative literature, 
declined to postpone her swim despite 
heavy rain because she had picked a 
day when calm currents would offset 
the hazardous waters of Hell Gate in 
the East River. 
Innoculated against hepatitis before 
she started, she donned a white 
bathing cap and goggles and slid into 
the water at I p.m. as orange peels and 
plastic bottles floated by. 
Once past the Hell Gate and into the 
Harlem River, she was cheered on by 
startled tourists on a Circle Line tour 
boat. By 4 p.m., swimming at 60 
strokes a minute, she was under the 
George Washington Bridge. 
Harbor Police had predicted that the 
w aters around the Battery, the 
southern tip of Manhattan, would be 
Miss Nyad’s biggest challenge. And 
they proved to be her downfall. 
She had hoped to break the apparent 
unofficial record of 8 hours and 56 
minutes set by Byron Summers on 
Sept. 18, 1927. Six persons are reported 
to have completed the swim, three of 
them women. 
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Ohio Utility Rate 
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COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio 
utility rates should be based original 
cost factors rather than the complex 
formula currently in use which per­ 
mits repeated increases in the utility’s 
rate base, a special energy committee 
has recommended. 
The central conclusion reached by 
the committee is that Reconstruction 
Cost New (the present RCN formula) 
is a complicated, antiquated and 
outdated method 
of fixing utility 
rates,” Rep. Thomas J. Carney, D-71 
Youngstown, said Wednesday. 
In determining current rates to 
consumers, Ohio utilities calculate the 
increased market valuations of their 
initial tangible investment, less 
depreciation. 
The committee report, approved by 
nine Democratic members, urges that 
RCN be replaced by an original cost 
factor, which would be based on a 
utility’s original investment, not 
subject to updating. 
Carney, chairman of the Joint Select 
Committee, stopped short of predic­ 
ting the new formula, already in use in 
31 other states, would reduce rates. 


“ It is the committee’s conclusion 
that under original cost, rates in Ohio 
will most assuredly not be any higher 
than they would be RCN were con­ 
tinued, would most likely be lower, and 
would definitely be lower than they 
would be if utilities took full advantage 
of the RCN law as it now exists,” he 
said. 
A bill incorporating the panel’s 
recom m endations will be drafted 
promptly so hearing can begin before a 
standing committee of the General As­ 
sembly, Carney said.

NEW YORK (AP) - The gripe of the 
distruntled worker is as familiar a 
sound as the factory whistle : “If only I 
ran this place, things would be a lot 
different.” 
It’s an ancient gripe that predates 
industrial society and probably written 
history' as well, but the management 
response is new: “Okay, buddy, let’s 
see what you can do.” 
Throughout the industrial world 
today management and labor are 
experimenting with various concepts 
and techniques designed to enlarge the 
area in which they can cooperate. 
To 
date, 
the 
idea 
of 
joint 
management has been carried a lot 
further in Europe than in the United 
States. Six nations there require labor 
representation on the boards of major 
companies. 
American unions aren’t sure they 
want board representation. Perhaps 
better organized than their European 
counterparts, they feel able to ac­ 
complish just as much under existing 
arrangements. To join boards, some 
union officials fear, is to compromise 
their effectiveness. 
In many companies workers and 
management are cooperating in so­ 
called job enrichment programs whose 
goals are to improve working con­ 
ditions and reduce costs. 
To some extent, the assembly line is 
suspect. Various companies are 
testing substitutes, such as cluster 
assembly, in which groups of workers 
perform not one specific chore but are 
allowed to exercise 
skills 
and 
judgment by constructing entire units. 
Profs. Edward Lawler and Stanley 
Seashore of the University of Michigan 
are in the midst of a three-year, on- 


the-job study of the possibilities and 
implications of involving lower level 
workers in management decisions. 
They report that all the experiments, 
conducted at various sites, show 
“some indication of improved per­ 
formance for the organization and the 
people in it.” Later this year they will 
have more conclusive results. 
One of these experiments, they state, 
already has shown promising results. 
It began late in 1973, involving workers 
and management of the Rushton 
Mining Co., Rushton, Pa. Prof. Erie 
Trist of the University of Penn­ 
sylvania, was consultant. 
The 
experim ent 
began 
with 
establishment of a joint steering 
committee composed of represen­ 
tatives of the United Mine Workers and 
management. An experimental work 
group of 27 volunteers was set up from 
the regular work force, nine to a shift. 
All the workers were put on top pay, 
and all were trained to rotate to any 
job on the team. Each shift foreman 
had sole responsibility for the safety of 
the crew, and responsibility for coal 
production rested with the crew itself. 
Grievances also were agreed to be 
the responsibility of the crew, and 
during the experiment workers had no 
recourse to either a foreman or the 
mine’s grievance committee.

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bath,” he explained the other day.

If the 
earliest im m igrants didn’t have 
mobility, a curiosity to see what was 
on the other side of the hill or moun­ 
tain, where would we be? How did the 
West get settled? Later, why did we go 
to the moon? We’ll always need the 
stimulation of something new, a new 
chance in a new place. What our 
company is offering, without any 
government subsidy, is to help it come 
true. 
“I know dam’ good and well that 
every major business in this country 
has jobs open for the right person. I 
know we have. I know my friend Tom 
Johnson of the Dallas Times Herald 
has. I had a talk with him last week 
and he said sure, he’s had four or five 
jobs open for months but can’t find the 
skills in Dallas. You know, given the 
unemployment situation with the print 
media along the East Coast and 
everywhere else, I can’t believe the 
technological skills Tom needs in 
Dallas are not available elsewhere. 
That goes for every other business.” 
I asked what would happen if I blew 
my job as a cosmic thinker and took a 
half-fare bus ride from New York to 
Dallas in search of a copy boy’s job 
and discovered upon arriving at the 
Times Herald that the position had 
been filled by one of the late Jack 
Ruby’s topless belles. Currey said that 
that would not be very likely.

$12.50. It would cost you more than that 
in shoe leather to walk.” 
If the breadwinner latches on to a 
new job in a new part of the country 
how does he move the family there? 
Continental? 
“No,” the youthful chairman said. 
“They’ll follow by the family car, 
which the wife will have needed in the 
meantime for mobility for herself and 
the children in the old location.”

“ They say it’s discrim inatory, 
giving half fares to unemployed. But 
I’ve checked passengers along our 
whole circuit, and they don’t think so.

Now 
I am worried sick because I’ve heard 
that this may cause cancer. Is this 
true?

Certainly, you could not 
have “heard” this from the doctor who 
suggested that the X-rays be taken.

My assumption, therefore, is that the

nection between the X-rays that were 
taken and the development of cancer.

I must ask you this: Why did you not 
put this question directly to your 
doctors? Tbe heartache and anxiety 
that the rest of your letter reveals 
might have been avoided. 


My doctor found that I have a 
“fissure in ano.” Can you tell me what 
causes this?

Dear Mr. N.: 
This condition is a split in the 
mucous membrance lining around the 
opening of the anus. It could be 
compared to a persistent crack in the 
lips that fails to heal. 
People with chronic constipation 
may develop a fissure which becomes 
infected and is surrounded by a deep 
ulcer in the muscle around the anus. 
Medical treatment, using lubricants 
and antibiotics, in addition to special 
diets, often will heal the fissure. 


If the condition persists and is 
painful, especially during bowel 
m ovements,

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Rabies Just M em ory For 11-Year-Old Boy 


ROCKFORD, Ohio (AP) — It was 
five years ago that Matt Winkler got 
bit by a bat, caught rabies and sur­ 
vived. 
The rabies and all those headlines 
are just memories these days for Matt, 
an 11-year-old, perfectly healthy farm 
boy who is learning how to play the 
trumpet. 
But Matt, an effusive youngster 
overflowing 
with 
charm ing 
exaggerations, holds a special place in 
medical history whether he realizes it 
or not. The blond haired boy was the 
first human ever to survive the 
dreaded “mad dog” disease, 
ac­ 
cording to medical experts at the 
federal Center for Disease Control in 
Atlanta, Ga. 
Matt contacted rabies from a small 
bat even though he was given the daily 
shot treatment that almost always 
prevents the disease. 
The chances of getting rabies after 
the shot treatment are I in 30,000, 
doctors at the disease control center 
say. Chances of surviving rabies are 
supposed to be zero; there is no cure 
for the virus-caused disease.

guess,” says his mother, Verna 
Winkler, 30. “A lot of people did.” 
Two experts in the rabies control 
section of the disease control center, 
Dr. Michael Hattwick, a medical 
doctor, and Dr. Gerald Winkler, a vet­ 
erinarian, say that “intensive sup­ 
portive” care saved Matt’s life. (Dr. 
Winkler is no relation to Matt.) 
The rabies’ virus attacks the ner­ 
vous system, the heart, the lungs, the 
brain and “you can die from any one of 
a half dozen different problems,” says 
Hattwick, a consultant in Matt’s case. 
“There is hyperactivity,” says 
Hattwick. “You foam at the mouth. 
There is a breathing problem and a 
swelling of the brain.” 
A dozen patients afflicted with 
rabies have been given the intensive 
care treatment, with two surviving, 
according to Hattwick. Matt was the 
first. Another patient survived in Ar­ 
gentina three years £go, says Hatt­ 
wick. 
In Matt’s case, intensive care in­ 
cluded a brain biopsy and the insertion 
of a medical instrument to measure 
the pressure and drain the fluid when it 
reached a critical stage. A tra­ 
cheotomy also was performed to ease 
the boy’s breathing. 
“They put a button in my head,” 
Matt says of the brain biopsy. 
“They stuck a needle into the button 
and drew the fluid out,” his mother 
said. 
In the past 20 years, rabies have 
been on the decrease in the United 
States from nearly 9,000 animal cases 
and 14 human deaths in 1953 to nearly 
4,000 animal cases and one human 
death in 1973, according to Winkler. 
Tentative records for the U.S. for 1974 
show a little more than 3,000 animal 
cases and nohuman deaths. 
One human death has been recorded 
in the United States this year. A 
Mexican girl who did not receive the 
treatment died in Los Angeles. 
According to Hattwick, an average 
of 30,000 persons are treated each year 
for rabies, but this does not mean the 
animal which bit them was rabid. In 
most cases, the animals are not ap­ 
prehended and the treatment must be 
given as a precautionary measure. 
Dr. Winkler and Hattwick attribute 
the decline to a national effort to 
control the dog population through 
vaccination of pet dogs and the ap­ 
prehension of stray animals. More 
rabies are contracted today from wild­ 
life such as bats, skunks and foxes than 
dogs. 
If bitten, Dr. Winkler recommends 
that the wound immediately be 
washed, to flush out the saliva. A 
physician should be consulted for a 
more thorough medical cleansing. If 
the animal is not apprehended to test 
him for rabies, the patient should 
receive the shots on the assumption the 
animal is rabid. 
“Treatment is no absolute guarantee 
that you will survive,” says Dr. 
Winkler, despite the 30,000 to I odds of 
contracting rabies. 
At the Winkler farm in western Ohio 
on the Indiana border, Mrs. Winkler 
and Matt sit on a log fence, across a 
gravel road from the family’s eight- 
room, red brick house with white win­ 
dows. It is IOO years old. 
“I think it was on a Thursday night 
in October 1970, when I was sleeping in 
my room and the bat came down the 
chimney through the attic and bit me,” 
Matt said. “I didn’t have my window

up. I felt it digging deeper into my 
arm. I just got cold.” 
“Oh, Matt, it was on a Saturday 
night,” says his mother. “You were 
asleep. Don’t exaggerate.” 
“I’m not,” says Matt. “I’m the one 
who told you. I screamed. That’s what 
happened.” 
“Okay, whatever you say,” replies 
his mother. 
“Nick (her husband) pulled it off his 
hand,” says Mrs. Winkler. 
“It felt like a dentist pulling a tooth,” 
recalls Matt. “Dad put it in a jar a foot 
long.” 
“Oh, no,” says Mrs. Winkler. “It 
was only the size of a little bird.” 
Mrs. Winkler says the bat got into 
Matt’s bedroom through a hole in the 
attic. The ceiling board had been 
removed temporarily so it could be 
papered. 
“I was scared a half minute after 
Matt screamed,” Mrs. Winkler said. 
“The bat hung on his left thumb. I 
hollered to Nick to come up and pull it 
off. He put it into a jar for the vet. We 
were back asleep in IO minutes.” 
Three days later it was confirmed 
through 
tests 
that the bat 
was 
rabid an on the following Wednesday 
Matt began receiving serum shots in 
both sides of the stomach. 
Today, Matt is a fifth grader at the 
Parkway School in nearby Willshire, a 
member of the school band. They have 
no football team, so he plays pickup. 
He runs with his three dogs and dozens 
of cats and mows the lawns. He should 
be in the sixth grade, but his three 
months’ hospitalization put him a year 
behind. 
Matt 
shows 
no 
physical 
or 
psychological effects from his ordeal, 
although the scar on his neck is still 
visible from the tracheotomy. The 
rabies left him partially paralyzed on 
his left side five years ago, but four 
months of rehabilitation erased that. 
The only psychological effect, says 
Mrs. Winkler, is that all of the at­ 
tention spoiled him. “He still gets 
pretty stubborn.” 


None of the dogs or cats on the farm 
have been vaccinated. 
“I’m not scared of them,” says Matt. 
“They wouldn’t bite anybody. The 
dogs might bite a cat.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — Average 
taxpayers in Ohio and elsewhere have 
to work two hours and 35 minutes 
every work day to pay taxes levied by 
the federal, state, and local govern­ 
ments, a new survey shows. 
The Tax Foundation, a national 
research organization, also expresses 
it another way. On the average, it will 
take longer on the job to pay taxes this 
year than it does to pay for food, 
beverages, housing, and household 
operations, the foundation said. 
Tax weary Ohioans desiring even 
more statistics may be interested in a 
further breakdown, compiled by the 
Ohio Public Expenditures Council, 
showing tax collections within the 
state. 
The council, a nonprofit, nonpartisan 
group that operates on membership 
contributions, reports that the state 
collected $3.43 billion in the fiscal year 
that ended June 30. 
Local governments levied 
taxes 
totaling $2.54 billion in the calendar 
year ended Dec. 31, 1974, the council 
said. 
Sales and use taxes continue as the 
biggest producer of revenue for state 
government purposes. They amounted 
to $894.5 million in the last fiscal year, 
of 26.1 per cent of the taxes collected at 
the state level. 
Ohio’s personal income tax was the 
second largest producer with $481.8 
million last fiscal year, followed by the 
corporate franchise and corporate 
income tax which brought in $380.2 
million during the same period. 
The council said property taxes 
produced $2.73 billion, or 81.5 per cent, 
of the taxes collected by Ohio’s local 
governments in calendar 1974. Munici­ 
pal income taxes accounted for the

The council pointed out that the 
government, just like the taxpayer, is 
hit by inflationary’ pressures in trying 
to keep its bills paid.

Life, Death Questions Raised 


Editor’s Note: The case of Karen 
Quinlan, the young New Jersey girl in 
a coma whose parents want to let her 
die, has raised once again the difficult 
moral and medical question of how to 
define life. The following presents one 
view of the awesome problem.

PHI LADE I .PHI A (AP) — Except 
for the bed, it is a normal living room, 
cluttered with the usual cheerful 
family 
array 
of 
photographs, 
children’s drawings, mementos. It is 
hard to walk around, however; most of 
the cramped space is occupied by the 
giant chrome surgical bed that glitters 
so coldly in the afternoon light. 
A human being is lying on the bed. 
She cannot move, cannot speak; no one 
knows whether she feels or thinks. Her 
limbs, once young and strong, are 
twisted and crippled from disuse; they 
twitch meaninglessly on the sheets. 
She is 17 years old. 
Elsewhere, over in New Jersey, a 
legal and medical controversy swirls 
heatedly around the case of Karen 
Quinlan, a young woman suspended in 
a mysterious coma whose parents 


want to terminate the extraordinary 
measures keeping her alive. 
Here in Northeast Philadelphia lies 
what is left of another young woman 
named Karen. These parents lost the 
girl they knew to massive brain 
damage long ago. She did not die, 
however; 
space-age 
medical 
technology kept her body going. 
In July of 1973, lS-year-old Karen 
Vikingstad seemed 
to have 
a 
promising future ahead; she was an A 
student in accelerated courses. She 
swam, ran track, was talented in art, 
on the piano, on her beloved flute. She 
was robustly healthy. Until that 
morning when her brother’s clock 
radio sounded, and Karen called out 
for someone to turn it off. Moments 
later she was choking, her tongue 
hanging out, eyes rolling in their 
sockets. 
No one knows what happened or 
why. By the time Karen was rushed to 
the hospital, her tyain had been 
deprived of oxygen for so long it was 
damaged beyond repair. 
“Her heart stopped once or twice 
more that evening, and they had her 
hooked up to every possible machine to 


keep her body functioning,” says Mrs. 
Vikingstad. “But they knew then what 
severe brain damage there had been. 
Wasn’t that the time to come and say 
to us: ‘I’m sorry, your daughter is 
dead?’ I know it’s not an easy question 
for them, either, but someone had 
better look into what happens af­ 
terward to the lives they’re saving by 
their heroic measures.” 


Her eyes are desperate as she 
gestures 
toward 
her 
insensate 
daughter. “She’s had over two years 
now of what they call life — but that’s 
not life.” 
Mrs. Vikingstad has given up hope 
for her daughter. She is enraged over 
opinions put forth in the debate over 
Karen Quinlan. 


“If I had known two years ago what I 
know now, I would have pulled every 
one of those plugs that kept my 
daughter alive. I wish I had the 
courage, but I didn’t, and what can I do 
now? Can I stop pouring the food into 
the tube in her stomach and let her 
slowly starve to death? I can’t do 
that....”

WASHINGTON (AP) - Beef prices 
at supermarkets have come down a bit 
because farmers and ranchers are 
getting less for live cattle, but con­ 
sumers are continuing to pay more for 
pork because prices for live hogs 
remain at record levels. 
The average retail price of beef last 
month dropped below $1.56 a pound on 
an all-cut basis, down 3.4 per cent from 
a record of $1.61 in July, the Ag­ 
riculture Department said Tuesday. 
Pork rose 4.5 per cent to a record of 
more than $1.50 a pound, compared 
with less than $1.44 in July. 
Live choice-grade steers averaged 
$46 .71 per IOO pounds in the Midwest 
last month, down from $50.60 in July. 
Hogs, however, rose to $58.10 per hun­ 
dredweight from their July average of 
$57.7. 
Although USDA experts think there 
will be some further decline in market 
prices as more cattle move 
to 
slaughter from pastures this fall, they 
do not believe the decline will be great. 
Hog prices are expected to remain 
high, except for seasonal changes, 
until late next year. Experts say they 
do not anticipate any significant in­ 
crease in hog production before then. 
The analysis showed that a market 
basket of food produced by farmers 
included an increase of two-tenths of I 
per cent in the last month in mid­ 
dleman charges for transporting, 
processing and selling products to 
consumers. 
Farmers, meanwhile, saw their 
share of market basket food ex­ 
penditures shrink 2 per cent from July 
to August, largely because of lower 
prices for cattle, poultry and fresh 
fruits and vegetables. Compared with 
a year earlier, the middleman share 
was up 10.2 per cent and the farm 
share up 8.9 per cent. 
Of the average retail price of less 
than $1.56 a pound, farmers received 
an equivalent of 96.8 cents, down from 
almost 1.06 in July. Middlemen in­ 
creased their share to 58.7 cents from 
55.2 in July. 
The pork price of more than $1.50 a 
pound included a farm share of almost 
$1.03 against $1.01 in July, the report 
showed. Middlemen got 47.5 cents, 
compared with 42.7 in July. 
As used by USDA, the “farm value” 
is not what farmers get for meat 
animals since, for example, it takes 
nearly 2.3 pounds of live steer to make 
one pound of supermarket beef. It is, 
however, the farmer’s share of what 
consumers pay for meat. 
More recent figures by the depart­ 


ment show that the August trend in 
meat prices has continued. By Sept. 6, 
according to preliminary figures, re­ 
tail beef had dropped to less than $1.53 
a pound while pork had risen to above 
that mark.

Wins Case 
COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 10th 
District Court of Appeals has upheld a 
lower court decision that a rate in­ 
crease cannot be denied to Blue Cross 
of Lima on grounds it failed to promote 
hospital efficiency. 
Judge Alba Whiteside ruled that 
current law does not give the state 
insurance director the power to control 
hospital costs. 
He said the insurance super­ 
intendent cannot require Blue Cross 
systems to enforce cost reductions in 
hospitals and Blue Cross does not have 
the authority to require reductions 
unless they are included in the con­ 
tracts between Blue Cross and 
member hospitals. 
The court ruled on a suit stemming 
from a decision by Kenneth DeShetler, 
former insurance superintendent, to 
deny a rate increase for Blue Cross of 
Lima for direct pay subscribers. 
“There is much merit to the con­ 
tention that some agency should have 
the power and duty of investigating 
hospital operation and to require cost- 
saving and efficiency measures to be 
adopted to reduce ever-spiraling 
hospital costs,” Whiteside said. 
However, if that is the intent of the 
legislature, he said, the General 
Assembly should take appropriate 
action by legislation to adopt the 
needed regulations.

Demand Blacks Be Given Share O f Building 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The Ohio 
Ethics Commission next week will 
seek dismissal of a court case seeking 
to clarify the rights of state university 
professors to appear before state 
agencies. 
At its regular monthly meeting 
Wednesday, the commission permitted 
Jerom e R. Bahlmann, executive 
director, to ask dismissal of the case in 
the Franklin County Common Pleas 
Court.

ATLANTA (AP) — This city’s black, 
first-term mayor has angered white 
politicians and delayed a major air­ 
port expansion project with his un­ 
yielding demand that black companies 
participate in the $400 million contract.

“ I think the time has come to stop 
pussyfooting around,” said Jackson, 
37, first black mayor of this Southern 
capital city. “ Either government 
ought to shut up talking a good game or 
government ought to do something 
about it.” 
To back up his demand on the airport 
contract, Jackson says he is drafting 
an ordinance that will guarantee black 
businessmen a share of every city 
contract. 
His approach appears to be more 
direct and forceful than that of other 
black mayors in major American 
cities. 
Los Angeles Mayor Tom Bradley has 
pushed a program to make black firms 
aware of upcoming city contracts, and 
Detroit Mayor Coleman Young has 
insisted on a quota of minority em­ 
ployes for firms bidding on city work.

After ll weeks of negotiations, the 
existing contractor, Atlanta Airport 
Engineering Inc., recruited a black- 
owned New York firm to share in the 
engineering contract. And two ar­ 
chitectural firms agreed to take in four 
black-owned firms on a joint venture 
basis. 


“It’s an idea whose time has come,” 
Jackson said of the joint ventures. “It 
is the next logical step in the equal em­ 
ployment opportunity sphere.” 
He said that resistance to the idea 
comes from people who believe 
“rather accurately, that if this catches 
on and spreads nationally, blacks will 
achieve a level of economic power un­ 
paralleled in the history of the country. 
“The irony of the resistance to the 
idea is that the resistance is often by 
people who criticize blacks for not 
being resourceful. Now, here’s a 
chance for blacks not to get a 
giveaway.” 
A black voter majority and a strong 
relationship with a biracial city 
council make it possible for Jackson to 
make such a stubborn stand, said state 
Sen. Julian Bond, a Jackson supporter 
who briefly sought support for a 
presidential bid this year. 
“ Most black mayors do not have the 
same kind of good relationship with the 
city council that Jackson has,” said 
Bond who is black.

Trotwood-Madison 
Schools Reopened 
DAYTON, Ohio (AP) — Trotwood- 
Madison School District was to open its 
six schools on a normal schedule today 
after being closed two days and op- 
perating on a piecemeal schedule for 
two more as the result of racial 
flareups. The schools were closed last 
Wednesday as a series of racial in­ 
cidents which began on school buses 
spread to school property. Freshman 
and seniors attended classes Monday, 
and sophomores and juniors Tuesday. 
Teachers without classes and 
volunteer parents have been serving 
as monitors on the buses and in the 
classrooms. The Trotwood-Madison 
School District has five elementary 
schools. 
Teachers in the district have 
threatened to go on strike over salary 
demands but postponed any walkout 
until the racial unrest stabilizes, 
spokesmen said.

Solons To G et Pay For Sem inar 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - State 
lawmakers attending a lobbying 
group’s seminar at Kings Island Inn 
Oct. 10-12 will get travel expenses, 
lodging, and $100 each in honorariums 
for being program speakers. 
But at least one legislator and the 
Ohio Osteopathic Association, which is 
sponsoring the program at the 
amusement park near Cincinnati, say 
there’s nothing improper about it. The 
outing will be the second in a month 
put on for legislators by the osteopath 
lobby. 
‘ ‘There are 132 of us (members of the 
legislature) and we’re professionals. I 
see nothing wrong with it (the semi­ 
nar),” said Rep. Thomas Fries, D-35 
Dayton, who earlier this year spon­ 
sored a successful bill that created a 
new school of osteopathic medicine at 
Ohio University. 


Fries said he wasn’t sure yet if he 
could attend, and he said the seminar, 
planned well ahead of the bill’s 
passage, didn’t, in his opinion, in­ 
fluence lawmakers to vote for the 
measure when it passed last past 
summer by lopsided votes in both 
chambers. 
Christopher Kinsvatter, executive 
director of the osteopathic group, also 
said he saw nothing improper, 
although state officials seldom receive 
pay for appearing as speakers or 
panelists. 
He said the osteopaths, who are 
seeking to become more familiar with 
government processes, were con­ 
ducting the program under a grant 
they received from a national phar­ 
maceutical firm. He said it ‘‘costs at 
least $1,000” to get a congressman to 
come as a speaker. 


Kinsvatter said the Ohio Academy of 
Family Practice received a similar 
grant from the same firm (Smith, 
Cline, & French laboratories, Inc.) 
and plans to hold a similar ‘‘physician- 
legislator” conference next February 
at Sawmill Creek Lodge, near Huron. 
The osteopaths’ spokesman said 
from IO to 15 lawmakers are expected 
for the Kings Island meeting, although 
not all have confirmed they will at­ 
tend. He said each would be expected 
to take part in a panel with about 25 
osteopaths on subjects that include 
‘‘how interested groups have the most 
effective input in the government 
process.” 
Fries, while defending the seminar, 
said he wondered how much more the 
osteopaths need to know about that 
subject. ‘‘They got their school,” he 
volunteered, adding in apparent af­ 
terthought that ‘‘they’re going to have 
to be coming back to the trough 
again.”
